Chairman Henry B. Steagall of 
the House Banking and Currency 
Committee, which approved other 
amendments enlarging and extend- 
ing the powers of the FHA, forced 
a roll-call vote on the Cochran 
amendment. Administration leaders 
did everything possible to defeat 
this amendment, but party lines 
were broken and the Democratic 
majority of the House could not be 
held in check. The vote was 199 to 
142 in favor of the amendment, 
which also carried earlier in the 
day by voice vote and teller vote. 

As a result of the decisive stand 
of the House, conferees from the 
House will be more or less ¢com- 
pelled to uphold the amendment 
when they meet conferees from the 
Senate on the final form of the FHA 
bill. This will make it difficult to 
eliminate the provision in confer- 
ence, as backers of the FHA un- 
doubtedly will attempt to do. 

Cochran and other backers of the 
amendment were surprised by the 
size of the majority it commanded 
today, although in a previous action, 
last night, it was adopted, 100 to 
79, om an unrecorded vote. 

Representative C. Arthur Ander- 
son (Dem.) of St. Louis County vot- 
ed for the Cochran amendment, 


Increase to Four Billions. 


The FHA bill, as passed by the 
House, included increase of the 
amount of mortgages which may be 
insured from $3,000,000,000 to $4,- 
000,000,000, 

The powers of the FHA which has 

insured loans on large and small 
residences as well as on extensive 
apartment developments, will ex- 
pire June 30 unless extended by 
Congress. The new FHA Dill, as a 
whole, was passed by the House by 
voice vote. 
Included in the measure are the 
following provisions: Elimination of 
a section of the present law permit- 
ting insurance of mortgages on 
apartment buildings costing from 
$16,000 to $200,000; reduction from 
$10,000 to $2500 in the amount of a 
home modernization loan eligible 
for insurance; annual premium 
charge of 1 per cent of the original 
amount of modernization loans, 
with the purpose of making this 
phase of the housing program self- 
sustaining.

President Roosevelt today accepted 
the resignation of United States 
District Judge Edwin S. Thomas of 
Connecticut. 


A ‘presidential secretary an- 
nounced that Thomas had resigned 
in a letter dated April 6 and that 
the President accepted the resigna- 
tion, effective immediately, in a let- 
ter today. 

Attorney-General Murphy issued 
this statement: “It is well known 
that for a number of weeks the 
financial affairs of Judge Thomas, 
and his action in certain cases, 
have been under investigation by 
John T. Cahill, United States Attor- 
ney for the Southern District of 
New York, and a_ special grand 
jury. The nature of the evidence 
adduced has not been made public. 
“Due to a recent attack of ill- 
ness, Judge Thomas is at present 
under the care of a physician. The 
resignation has made it unneces- 
sary to give further consideration 
to the question of’ impeachment. 
The grand jury will continue its in- 
vestigation.” 

Witness in McKesson Inquiry. 
Judge Thomas some time ago 
was summoned as a witness in 
connection with the McKesson & 
Robbin Drug Co. case. 

He was brought into that investi- 
gation Feb. 4, when the Justice De- 
partment ordered him to return im- 
mediately from a Latin American 
cruise to appear before a Federal 
grand jury in New York. 

At that time, Gregory Noonan, 
United States Attorney, said Judge 
Thomas was summoned home in 
ecnnection with “Federal matters,” 
including the McKesson-Robbins 
case and the investigation of Cir- 
cuit Judge Martin T. Manton. 
Two weeks later, Thomas was 
ordered by United States District 
Judge John C. Knox to turn over 
to the grand jury his bank accounts 
and other records dating back to 
1932. 

“Serious Nervous Disorder.”

The statement was contained in 
a set of Nazi principles addressed 
to German workers. It was issued 
as Adolf Hitler’s Voelkischer Beo- 
bachter ridiculed Britain and 
France for “panic mongering out 
of weakness.” 

Ley, who visited England and 
had an audience with King George 
Feb. 7, asserted that “England leads 
the league of German haters.” 


He listed various German com- 
plaints against Britain, including 
loss of the Reich’s 1,000,000 square 
mile colonial empire in the World 
War peace, the terms of the Ver- 
sailles treaty and the wartime 
British blockade against Germany. 


Complains of “Dubious Methods.” 
He complained about the “dubious 
methods” with which England gath- 
ered its empire and said Britain 
was “a newly rich parvenu ... who 
would like to play world police- 
man.” 

“England hates us because she 
fears us,” he said. “She hates us 
because we see through her.” 

The principles Ley laid down in 
his message to German workers 
emphasized that “the people ‘will 
accept, patiently, trustfully and 
without becoming nervous, all

stand at the moment the sense of

Italy Assures Greece. 

The Italian Government yester- 
day announced a note of assurance 
to Greece to respect Grecian integ- 
rity and independence.

The Turkish Ambassador called 
at the Foregin Office this morning, 
and it was reported he expressed a 
willingness to accept any guarantee 
Britain was prepared to make. 

It was understood that Greece— 
despite the exchange with Musso- 
lini—was willing also to accept a 
British ple@. 

Foreign Office experts were re- 
ported drafting the British guaran- 
tee to Greece and Turkey, which 
may become the basis of a wider 
agreement including all the Balkan 
countries. 

The Cabinet Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee discussed it this afternoon 
and a final decision will be taken 
by the Cabinet tomorrow morning. 

Under the Balkan pact, all coun- 
tries in the Balkans except Bulga- 
ria-Yugoslavia, Rumania, Turkey 
and Greece—are bound to defend 
each other against aggression from 
another Balkan country.

MURPHY PLEDGES 
NO UNDUE DELAY’ 
Wilh PENDERGAS| 


Attorney - General Says 
There Will Be No ‘‘Un- 
reasonable’ Postpone- 
ments of Prosecution.

WASHINGTON, April 12.—Attor- 
ney-General Murphy emphasized at 
a press conference today that the 
Department of Justice could permit 
no “undue” or “unreasonable” delay 
in the prosecution of Boss Thomas 
J. Pendergast and R. Emmet O’Mal- 


ley in the Kansas City income-in- 
surance deal scandal. 

“There need be and there won't 
be any delay,” he declared. 

The Attorney-General’s observa- 
tion came after reporters had point- 
ed out that the three principal fig- 
ures in Federal investigation, Pend- 
ergast, O'Malley and A. L. McCor- 
mack of St. Louis, who was not 
indicted last week, are represented 
by lawyers high in local politics. 

Pendergast’s attorney is John G. 
Madden, Democratic chairman for 
Jackson County; O’Malley’s attor- 
ney is James Aylward, Democratic 
State Committeeman for Missouri, 
and McCormack’s is James E. Car- 
roll, former District Attorney in St. 
Louis. Also connected with the case 
is Jerome Walsh, son of Frank P. 
Walsh who has been active in New 
Deal national politics. 

First Interested March 29. 

When asked to comment on when 
he first became interested in the 
Kansas City investigation, Murphy 
said it was on March 29, the day 
before he disclosed at a press con- 
ference that efforts had been made 
by the Pendergast organization to 
stop the investigation. He said 
that he had attended a conference 
at 6 p. m. on March 29 of Justice 
and Treasury Department officials 
who wanted his opinion on certain 
phases of the investigation.

ibut it is significant that indictments

two or three immediate indictments. 
The following Tuesday Murphy and

were announced three days later. 

Embarrassing Question. 

Murphy obviously was embar- 
rassed when asked today if there 
would be other indictments in the 
same case. 

“Well, ——, no, —— well,” he 
hesitated, “I can’t discuss that.” 

He then observed that in several 
other cases throughout the country 
‘there had been subsequent indict- 
ments. 

The implication of Murphy’s dis- 
closure of the interdepartmental 
conference on March 29 was that 
the efforts of James Pendergast, 
nephew of Boss Thomas J. Pender- 
gast, and Otto P. Higgins, Kansas 
City police director, expedited rath- 
er than deterred the indictments.

Term Cut at Prosecutor’s Re- 
quest—Defense Asks for 
Leniency. 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP).— 
John Torrio, former notorious Chi- : 
cago underworld leader, was sen- 


tenced t day to serve two and a 
half years in Federal prison for in- 
come tax evasion. United States 
District Judge John W. Clancy first 
sentenced Torrio to three years but 
reduced it by six months at the re- 
quest of the United States Attorney. 

Torrio’s face showed no emotion 
when he heard the original sen- 
tence. After two co-defendants 
were sentenced, Judge Clancy 
looked down from the bench and 
said: 

“T’ll change that sentence for Tor- 
rio and follow the recommendation 
of the United States Attorney. Make 
it two and ene-half years on the 
first count, five years on the second 
and two on the third count, with 
sentences suspended on the second 
and third counts and probation for 
10 years.” 

Torrio, who is 57 years old, 
stopped his trial and pleaded 
guilty Monday to an indictment 
charging he evaded the payment 
of $86,000 in income taxes. 

Before Torrio, a former crony of 
Al Capone in the early and profit- 
able days of prohibition, was sen- 
tenced, his counsel, Max D, Steuer, 
made a plea for leniency, which 
took an hour and 16 minutes. 

During the course of what was 
virtually a summation of the evi- 
dence adduced against his client, 
Steuer announced that the $100,000 
cash bai] which Torrio posted when 
he was arrested in 1936 had been 
conceded to the Government. 

Two of Torrio’s co-defendants, 
William Slockbower, his brother-in- 
law, and James La Penna, an asso- 
ciate of Torrio’s bootlegging days, 
were also sentenced, They changed 
their pleas Monday, following Tor- 
rio’s example. 

Slockbower received a suspended 
sentence of one year and a day, and 
placed on probation for a year. La 
Penna was given nine months and 
placed on probation for five years,

DOCTOR REPORTS SUBSTITUTE 
FOR BLOOD IN TRANSFUSIONS 


Tennessee U. Faculty Member Tells 
of Using Ascitic Fluid in 
10 Cases. 


MEMPHIS, Tenn., April 12 (AP). 
Successful use of an abdominal 
fluid as a substitute for blood in 
10 transfusion cases was reported 


yesterday by Dr. H. A. Davis, &) 


member of the University of Ten- 
nessee medical faculty. 

Dr. Davis said the liquid is ascitic 
acid and is chemically the same as 
blood except that it lacks the cel- 
lular or corpuscular structure. He 
said this lack of the cellular struc- 
ture made it impractical for trans- 
fusion cases where the corpuscles 
and protein content of normal blood 
were needed, but asserted the fluid 
was entirely satisfactory in treat- 
ing cases of shock due to loss of 
blood. In such cases, he_ said, 
“what you want to do is to restore 
to the patient the fluid volume lost, 
and this accomplishes that pur- 
pose.” 

Dr. Davis said ascitic fluid had 
one great advantage over blood for 
transfusions in that it could be ob- 
tained “without cost” by hospitals 
since it often was drawn from the 
abdomens of patients suffering 
from certain types of heart disease 
and cirrhosis of the liver. 

Another advantage, he said, ws 
that ascitic fluid could be safely 
refrigerated for as long as five 
months, compared with a maxi- 
mum of 10 days to two weeks for 
blood.

The question of eligibility of Bill 
Wells, University City High School 
track athlete, arose today and Carl 
Burris, secretary of the Missouri 
State Athletic Association, said the 
matter would be presented to the 
board 8 action, May 6, at Columbia. 


Wells has been taken off the Uni- 
versity City High track team, it 
was announced today by the school 
principal. 

The Univeristy City track team 
recently retained its State indoor 
championship at Columbia, out- 
scoring all opponents, 51 to 48. 
Wells was second in the 60-yard 
dash, the broad jump, and ran on 
the winning relay team. 

Question of Wells’ _ eligibility 
arose when it was discovered that 
ihe might technically be a _ ninth 
isemester student, ‘and therefore 
would be ineligible. 

When Wells entered high school, 
he took a split course, some sub- 
jects in the ninth grade and some 
in the eighth. University City offi- 
cials, it was reported, consider that 
he was then an eighth-grade stu- 
dent. If this were correct, Wells 
would still be eligible. The State

A SENSIBLE VIEW would 
seem to bar all artificially cre- 
ated records, giving credit only 
for those made under actual rac- 
ing conditions. 

On one occasion in this vicinity 
a bicycle rider rode a mile in 
practically a minute. That was 
when a professional named An- 
derson, riding behind a locomo- 
tive on a board track built for 
the occasion, pedaled to the time 
mentioned aided by the wind- 
break of the engine and the par- 
tial vacuum created by its speed. 

But nobody ever thought of 
mentioning it as a record. 

Freaks of all sorts should be 
barred from the record books.

CUNNINGHAM NEEDS a rest 
before his final dash to prove 
that he’s the greatest miler in the 
world. Not only in the matter of 
training and running has he 
drained his vital forces, but his 
extension work in behalf of Kan- 
sas University is an added tax on 
his stamina.

TO FAIRMOUNT 


Clyde Troutt, former trainer for 
the fashionable stable of Mrs. J. D. 
Hertz, Chicago sportsewoman, will 
return to Fairmount Park this 
spring in the role of trainer-owner 
for himself. 

Having assembled a stable of

“There’s just no sense to it,” said 
the tournament manager of the 
Professional Golfers’ Association to- 
day. “During this winter's tour, 
when the boys played for $115,000 
in prize money, the winners were 
eight and 10 shots under par in 
every 72-hole tournament. There's 
no reason to believe they can’t do 
it every time. 

“And why do they beat par so 
soundly? Because golf, with them, 
is a business and a profession. They 
work at it eight hours a day. Would 
you believe it, after Jug McSpaden 
had shot his practice round of 59 
down in Texas, he went right over 
to the practice tee and worked 
there for two hours? You can’t 
beat fellows like that, and par 
can't, either.” 

Corcoran, for the last few years, 
has been working on what he feels 
is the best solution. He believes 
it’s one that will have to be ac- 
cepted before par becomes utterly 
ridiculous. 

“Take two holes on a golf course 
today. One is 350 yards, the other 
415. On the present yardage basis, 
par for each is four. Yet the 350- 
yarder is straightaway, no out-of- 
bounds on either side of the fair- 
way, no traps to speak of. Jimmy 
Thomson could get home off the

@ person on relief should receive less than a needy 
person over 65 or 70, it has not been brought forward. 
Yet the State appropriation:for the ‘past year has 
been running approximately five times as high for 
an old-age pensioner as for a person on relief. In 
January, for example, the average for recipients of 
old-age assistance was $18.59, compared with only 
$3.76 for a relief client. 

This is the scandalous discrimination which has 
been permitted in the past. Yet the political pressure 
of the old-age pension lobby, and the craven surrender 
to it in the House, have been such that the discrep- 
ancy for the present biennium threatens to be twice 
as glaring. The appropriation adopted in the House 
provides for keeping old-age pensions at their present 
level, but contemplates reducing the per person appro- 
priation for relief to about $2.25 a month. A discrep- 
ancy almost as shocking is found between the 
appropriation for old-age pensioners and that for 
needy widows and dependent children. 

The Social Security Commission asked for an 
appropriation of $12,500,000 for the two-year period 
for direct relief. The House reduced it to $5,000,000, 
a reduction of 60 per cent, while allowing the full 
request of the commission for old-age pensions. Yet 
the claim of those on direct relief rests on a stronger 
presumption of need. 

Our State load of 75,000 old-age pensioners carries 
a notoriously high average of chiselers. One well- 
informed relief official has estimated that a strict 
application of the needs test would reduce the number 
to 55,000. On the other hand, the relief load in 
St. Louis, for example, is the smallest in proportion 
to population to be found in any of the 15 largest 
cities in the nation, and the per person allowance 
is also the smallest. 

The appropriation for direct relief should be at 
least doubled by the Senate, and there should be no 
hesitancy about reducing the old-age pension appro- 
priation, if the revenue is not available elsewhere. 
Failure to make a more rational and just distribu- 
tion of the funds will be a brazen admission on the 
part of the Legislature that it looks upon social 
security not as a humane undertaking, but as a 
simon pure political racket.

The second section permits the 
President to forbid American ships 
to carry food and raw materials to 
nations that are at war and it per- 
mits him to forbid American pro- 
ducers to sell these things on credit. 
But this section expires on May 1. 
Therefore, if a world war breaks 
out, it will be lawful for American 
ships to carry all supplies, except 
“arms, ammunition and implements 
of war” into the war zones. 

The fact that this section expires 
on May 1 means that thereafter it 
will be lawful for private firms to 
ship supplies into the war zone, and 
that the United States Government 
will have to decide how much dip- 
jomatic protection it will give them 
if American ships are attacked by 
gubmarines and airplanes. 

Thus, Section 1, which does not 
expire, denies to France and En- 
gland and The Netherlands the 
right to buy with cash and carry 
away in their own ships weapons 
with which to defend themselves. 
But Section 2, when it expires on 
May 1, makes it lawful for Ameri- 
can firms and American ship own- 
ers to challenge the submarines, 
and compels the Government either) 
to enforce their lawful rights or to 
refuse to protect their lawful rights.!

He could have chosen 
the easiest way. He might have gone through the 
routine perfunctorily, basked in the approval of the 
all-powerful Pendergast machine that had supported 
him for the nomination, acquiesced in the Boss’ few 
but salient demands, kept the peace or, at any rate, 
maintained a truce, and drifted down into the ob- 
livion of a former Governor. There was a fairly wide 
impression, at the time of his election, that such 
would be his course. 

The Governor entered his office under the shad- 
ow of the Kansas City machine. He had to live down 
the suspicion of being a Pendergast man. The test 
was not long in coming. Had the Governor agreed to 
the reappointment of O’Malley as Superintendent of 
Insurance, an item of patronage the Boss desired, 
| and considered himself entitled to, Mr. Stark’s career 
had probably ended then and there. 

The mountains look on Colorado Springs, even 
as on Byron's Marathon. There in that spacious 
yalley, a stone’s throw from the Garden of the 
Gods, the bald head of Pike’s Peak rising inscrutably 
in the distance—there, on a summer’s day, they met, 
the Governor and the Boss. And when the O’Malley 
reappointment was refused, the Governor had won 
and the Boss had lost. 

The rest is history, written in a brilliant, battling 
crescendo, that might well be called the civic renais- 
sance of Missouri. The volume is not finished. There 
are chapters of tremendous import yet to be added. 
But this dominant political truth has been estab- 
lished: Lioyd C. Stark has taken over the moral 
leadership of his party in Missouri. It is a prize 
beyond price. 

Not long ago Missouri was regarding Senator Ben- 
nett Clark as her presidential hope. The sentiment 
was shared in other states. That the Senator still 
retains a wide organizational strength is not to be 
doubted. It is likely, we should think, that he 
may be the favorite son at the 1940 convention, with 
Missouri's delegation pledged to his cause. But the 
eminence attained by official resolution, reinforced 
by moral courage, belongs to Gov. Stark. The Sen- 
ator who so daringly stormed and captured that 
height in his campaign of ’32 has surrendered it. He 
abdicated when he made the journey to Kansas City 
in °38. His equivocation on the Pendergast indict- 
ment, his noncommittal silence on the fine perform- 
ance of Maurice Milligan, whose appointment as Dis- 
trict Attorney he originally sponsored, is the one 
disappointing note in Missouri’s hour of righteous 
triumph. There may be times for casuistry in the 
art of politics.

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Silver Lining in the Insurance Scandal.

IVE a man rope enough and he will 

hang himself, has proved its worthi- 
ness as an apt saying in the present in- 
surance scandal, The pickings were 80 
easy and the probability of exposure so 
remote, that corrupt men could not re- 
sist the temptation to use their power 
and prestige to exploit the fire insurance 
policyholders. That this matter has hung 
fire so long is a scandal in itself, and 
shows to what extent powerful men can 
fortify themselves against a day of reck- 
oning. 

Unfortunately, no punishment which 
may be meted out to these harpies who 
have preyed upon the people can atone 
for the damage done to the prestige of 
Missouri. Nor can it atone for the dam- 
age done to the thousands of policyhold- 
ers, many of whom are now on relief. 

While the incident is terribly depres- 
sing, it has its silver lining. There is 
hope for the future in a good Governor, 
an efficient and painstaking Federal 
Bureau of Investigation, honorable Fed- 
eral Judges and, last but not least, a 
paper such as the Post-Dispatch that 
gives no quarter in its combat with pub- 
lic and private individuals who have less 
conscience than the savage who burns 
his victim at the stake.

CANCER DEATHS IN CITY RISE 
FOR THIRD CONSECUTIVE YEAR 


Only Ailment to Show Such Increase;

Cancer was the only disease which 
showed an increase in mortality for 
the third consecutive year in St. Louis, 
statistics released yesterday by the 
Health Department show. 

Last year there were 1578 deaths 
from this disease, a rate of 184 for 
100,000 population.

STORY WRITER, DIES 


Willard Huntington Wright 
(His Real Name) Succumbs 
in New York at 51. 


NEW YORK, April 12 (AP).— 
Willard Huntington Wright, who 
became famous as 8S. S. Van Dine, 
author of the Philip Vance detec- 
tive novels, died here last night. He 
was 51 years old. 

Wright was stricken with heart 
disease in his home, 241 Central 
Park West. His body will be cre- 
mated tomorrow. His widow, and 
Beverly Wright, a daughter by a 
previous marriage, survive. 

Wright, a native of Charlottes- 
ville, Va., turned to writing detec- 
tive fiction after a nervous break- 
down. Prior to that he had earned 
a kind of esoteric fame as a writer 
on the German philosopher, Nietz 
sche, and on modern painting. 

He was educated at St. Vincent’s 
College, California, at. Pomona Col- 
lege, in the same State, and at Har- 
vard. From 1907 to 1913 he was 
literary editor of the Los Angeles 
Times, 

He was literary critic of Town 
Topics for a time, and editor of 

mart Set magazine from 1912 to 
1914. He was also at different 
times literary editor of the New 
York Evening Mail, music editor 
and art critic of the San Francisco 
Bulletin and art critic of Hearst’s 
International magazine. , 

In 1929 he served a term as Po- 
lice Commissioner of Bradley 
Beach, N, J. 

Among his detective novels were 
“The Benson Murder Case,” “The 
Canary Murder Case,” “The Greene 
Murder Case,” “The Bishop Murder 
Case,” “The Scarab Murder Case,” 
“Philo Vance Murder Cases” and 
others. 

His detective stories brought him 
wealth as well as fame. Many of 
them were screened in Hollywood, 

Although he denied it was a su- 
perstition, he invariably used six- 
letter titles to describe each par- 
ticular murder case. 

His first wife was Katharine 
Belle Boynton. They were married 
in 1907 and divorced in 1930. His 
second wife was Eleanor Rula- 
paugh, | 

On the serious side Wright wrote 
“Songs of Youth,” published in 
1913: “Europe after 8:15” in collabo- 
ration with George Jean Nathan 
and Henry L. Mencken; “What 
Nietzsche Taught,” “The Creative 
Will”; “Modern Painting—Its Ten- 
dency and Meaning,” and “The Fu- 
ture of Painting.” 

He contributed to various Amer- 
ican and European magazines, on 
artistic and literary subjects.

Hitler’s dominance may in time 
equal that of Stalin today. But 
this is doubtful, Hitler must deal 
with a nation whose culture, educa- 
tion and intelligence have always 
ranked high regardless of who was 
governing. It has never been docile 
under oppression or tyranny, Stalin, 
on the other hand, dominates a 
nation whose masses have for cen-

Ttalians and Germans have sacri- 
ficed their personal and political 
freedom on the altar of totalitarian- 
ism.

More than 20 years after the over- 
throw of Czarism the Russian

Says Communism Is Gone. 

Unfortunately for thousands, 
their heads were lifted so high that 
they became targets. Liquidations 
bave been commonplace. There 
have been liquidations of the 
aristocracy, of the wealthy, of the 
bourgeoisie and of the kulaks. And 
over the last two years there has 
been a gruesome liquidation of the 
liquidators—liquidation of the “Old 
Bolsheviks,” the original revolu- 
tionary group which boosted Stalin 
from its midst to his present 
eminence. But the greatest liquida- 
tion of all is one which has not 
been spectacular but which has 
been persistent and thorough—the 
liquidation of Communism itself. 

Communism as visualized by 
Marx and Engels is as non-existent 
in Russia today as are democratic 
practices. The thing which has 
evolved from the ‘folds of the red 
banner of Communism is an 
Oriental military despotism, iron- 
fisted and ruthless. It is a bar- 
baric brand of state Socialism op- 
erated by a modern bureaucracy. 

From this bureaucracy has 
evolved a new political hierarchy as 
lustful for power and as cold- 
blooded in its execution as any- 
thing evolved by the Oriental mind. 
No Red banners nor Marxian shib- 
boleths have sufficed to alter the 


And what is the net today? De- 
spite an army of tremendous man- 
power and an air force of great 
numerical strength, Russia today, 
according to foreign military ob- 
servers and French and British 
statesmen, is an exploded hope—it 
is washed up as a factor in any im- 
mediate alignment ag iinst Fascism.

Louis B. Mayer—Highest Salaried Man in U. S. 


HOLLYWOOD, Cal., April 12. 

ETURNING from the desert, where he had been recuperating from 

an attack of the flu, Louis B. Mayer, boss-magnate and front man 

for the big Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer plant, arrived in Hollywood the 

other day in time to hear the shrill cries of newsboys hailing him as 
4 the nation’s outstanding wage earner. 

This was not music to Mr. Mayer's ears. 

Nor did it please others occupying high spots 

+ in affairs of the motion picture world, With 

a Government investigation of every phase 

of the industry's operations now pending 
-- and censorship and block booking bills de- 
> bated in 30 or more State Legislatures, in- 

siders agreed the movies’ high salary pub- 
licity couldn’t have come at a worse time. 
Mayer hurried to his office and immedi- 
ately released figures designed to act as an 
antidote. In mournful tones he pointed 
i out that of the $1,296,503, which he listed 
oe i as earnings in 1937, only a paltry $188,150 

LOUIS B. MAYER remained in his possession. The rest he 
gaid was paid to Uncle Sam and to the state of California in income 
taxes. 

His career, much like that of other industry leaders who broke 
into the business when it was going through its penny arcade 
paroxysms, Mayer rose from glorified junk dealer to active head of 
the richest producer-distributor chain in the film field. He was born 
in Europe 55 years ago and came to this country with his parents 
at 10. At 14 he had assumed operation of a force of 200 men in New 
Brunswick raising sunken hulls and selling the reclaimed metals to 


manufacturing trades. 


—0-0-— 

AT 18 HE married and moved to Boston, where the faintly flicker- 
ing celluloids first intrigued his imagination. He purchased a broken 
down burlesque theater in Haverhill, Mass., renovated it and opened 
it with “The Passion Play” in color film. From that point on his 
expansion was rapid. Entering production, his first venture was with 
an independent organization that brought Anita Stewart to the screen 
in a series of costly presentations. In 1924 the merger which created 
Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer, brought the Mayer interests into that company 
and there he has since remained as its Hollywood chief. 

Today, however, Mayer appears to be merely a front man for the 
studio. In the past 12 months he has exercised a long restrained 
hobby, that of stable ownership and horse racing. Last year he went 
into the sales ring at Saratoga and emerged with the largest band of 
blooded thoroughbreds ever imported to California. His colors were 
carried in all the big stake races at Santa Anita last winter and yet, 
in spite of the huge investment, his entries failed to run to the form 
expected. This was very depressing to Mayer. 


——O—O 

NO LONGER DOES he exercise a hand in production. He seldom 
reads a scenario and only on rare occasions does he deal directly 
with a star. However, he does like to make speeches and at every 
industry function one can safely gamble Mayer will be on hand to 
dispense a few “well chosen words.” Often his emotions overcome him 
during these banquet sallies and he bursts into tears, as he did several 
months ago when extolling the Rev. Fr. Edward Flanagan, head of 
Boystown, Neb., at an exploitation luncheon preceding the release of the 
picture. 

In recent years Mayer has become a very good speaker and often 
uses the gift in counteracting demands of balky actors. He has been 
known to weep in order to get a stubborn player to sign. 

He is the official arbitrator of all disagreements at the studio, 
where it has been said, there is more politics than in Washington. 
After hours he has fun, gambles for big stakes, buys and sells race 
horses and dances the rhumba. Although something less than an 
expert at the latter sport, he makes up for his lack of speed and skill 
with a terrific amount of endurance which is the despair of Holly- 
wood’s beauteous movie actresses.

More Deaths From the 
Disease Reported Each 
Year, He Says.

ROM the 50,000 letters from the 
Freubiic asking information about 

eancer, the following, concern- 
ing distribution and diagnosis, were 
the most frequent. Honest answers 
accompany them, 
Is cancer increasing? More 
deaths from cancer are reported 
each year. Some attribute this in- 
crease to increasing age of the pop- 
ulation; some to improved methods 
of diagnosis; others to a real in- 
crease in the occurrence of cancer. 
How does cancer compare with 
other diseases as a cause of death? 
It occupies second place, as seen 
from the following table of deaths 
from leading causes in the United 
States in 1936: 
Heart Disease — —- — — —341,350 


Pneumonia 

Kidney Disease— — — — —106,865 
Apoplexy 

Tuberculosis 

Why do more women than men 
die from cancer? Because it oc- 
curs so frequently in the breast and 
uterus of women. Nearly 60 per 
cent of cancer deaths in the United 
States occur in women, 

Are all growths cancer? No. Tu- 
mors are of two kinds—benign and 
usually harmless, and malignant or 
cancer. 

What is the difference between a 
benign and a cancerous growth? 
Benign growths usually have a lim- 
iting mhembrane. They never spread 
to other parts of the body. Malig- 
nant cells grow.among normal cells 
and prevent the latter from func- 
tioning normally. Unless adequate- 
ly treated, cancer cells spread to 
other parts of the body. 

How can we tell if a growth is 
cancer? By examining a small 
portion of the suspected tissue un- 
der the microscope. 

Is pain an early symptom of can- 
cer? No, except in cancer of bone 
or nerve tissue. Pain usually is a 
late symptom and when it occurs 
the growth is often far advanced. 

What are some of the early signs 
of cancer? 

1. A persistent lump, especially 
in a woman's breast, 

2. A sore that does not heal, 
particularly about the face, mouth 
or lips. 

3. An unnatural bloodstained dis- 
charge from a natural body open- 
ing. 

4. Sudden changes in size or col- 
or of moles and warts. 

Are all breast lumps cancer? 

Not more than 10 to 15 per cent 
are cancer. Only by a careful ex- 
amination can it be definitely de- 
termined. 

Do freckles ever turn into can- 
cer? 

Simple freckles do not. However, 
flat moles containing certain pig- 
ment and looking like dark freckles 
may become cancers and should be 
watched.

In order to take 
advantage of the 
first aid you must 
prepare a set of 
cardboard  foot- 
prints. With their 
help you can ac- 
tually reconstruct 
each dance step 
diagram on the 
floor, and see ex- 
actly where each 
foot is to be 
placed. 

As shown in one 
of the diagrams 

accompanying this article, first 
make two footprints, link them to- 
gether and label them “start.” They 
indicate the starting position of 
the feet in every case, You will 
note that the footprints should 
have two sides, one for the man 
and the other for the girl. The 
right foot for both man and girl 
should be black, the left foot 
white. 

Then make six individual foot- 
prints, marked on one side for the 
men and on the other for the girls. 

Now here is how the cardboard 
footprints can help you visualize 
my instructions: In many of the 


articles to follow you will find a) 


number of diagrams. In each case 
lay the footprints on the floor in 
the same pattern as the diagrams. 

For the purpose of learning how 
to use the footprints in accord- 
ance with the first general type 


of diagram, I recommend that both}, 


men and girls use the man’s side 
of the footprints. Girls will find 
it simpler to walk forward during 
this beginning exercise, rather than 
try to walk backward in the nor- 
mal girl’s step they will use later.

1. Place the footprints labeled 
Start on the floor and stand di- 
rectly upon them, with your left 
foot on the white print and the 
right foo. on the black, as shown 
in the diagram. 

2. Now take a comfortable step 
in the direction of footprint 1 and 
place footprint 1 where your foot 
indicates. When I say a comfort- 
able step, I mean as long a step 
as is comfortabl; for you—one of 
12 to 15 inches, and one that per- 
mits you to go reasonably far 
without losing grace or balance. 

3. Now take a comfortable step 
in the direction of footprint 2 and 
place the correct foot down in 
that spot. 

4. Proceed in like manner and 
place footprints 3, 4, 5 and 6 in 
the positions indicated in the dia- 
gram. 

When you have done this, take 
your position on the starting foot- 
prints and step forward and put 
your left foot directly on footprint 


1. Now place right foot on foot- 
print 2, left foot on footprint 3, 
right foot on footprint 4, left foot 
on footprint 5 and right foot on 
footprint 6. Repeat this two or 
three times, remembering always 
to step directly on the footprints, 
but: don’t become too absorbed in 
fitting your foot exactly to each 
print as though it were a shoe. 
The prints are intended to serve 
only as guiding places for your 


feet, 
T ony a part of this method. 
They help show you what my in- 
structions tell you. Don’t lead 
yourself astray by using only the 
footprints and the diagrams. Re- 
member that the printed instruc- 
tions are the backbone of what 
you are learning—the diagrams 
are given to help you visualize the 
instructions. 
Make your feet—rather than 
your head—‘‘memorize” the motion 
of the steps. Constant practice will 


ad . 


HE footprints are, of course, 


soon enable you to do each step 
without even thinking about it. 

Learn only one dance step at 4 
time. Take up the next only after 
you are sure that you have mas 
tered the one before it. 

Use the footprints for every one 
of the diagrams shown in these ar- 
ticles. (Do not be misled by the 
apparent space between the foot- 
prints in some of the diagrams. 
The footprints in certain cases are 
spread apart for the sake of clarity. 
In every instance, however, step 
off the correct distance yourself 
before placing the footprints on the 
floor. And again—take long, com- 
fortable steps that suit your own 
stride.) 

These Murray footprints have 
been made a definite part of this 
method because I firmly believe 
they add a new and novel element 
that is certain to make learning to 
dance more fun than ever. They 
give you still more to “go by’— 
really a more mistake-proof meth- 
od than, has ever before been de- 
veloped, and one which will help to 
make the lessons themselves really 
a fascinating game. 

Use the footprints—get the full 
value of their help. If you have 
never danced at all up to now, you 
will find them indispensable. When 
you are thoroughly familiar with 
the step you are learning—then, 
and only then, pick up the foot- 
prints and practice the step with- 
out them. 

And now for the second aid. A 
knowledge of music is not neces- 
sary to learn to dance. Many good 
dancers don’t know one note from 
another. However, to be a good 
dancer you should practice diligent- 
ly to suitable music. In the les- 
sons to follow, I have chosen a 
well-known melody to which I sug- 
gest you practice. If you are not 
familiar with the melody I have 
chosen, it might be advisable to 
get someone to sing it over for 
you a few times. Since in every 
instance I will give only the first 
line of the song, you should have no 
difficulty in learning it. 

In most of the diagrams, aside 
from the number given on each 
footprint, there will be a word or 
one syllable of a word, or a num- 
ber of words printed alongside of 
it. When practicing the exercise, 
put the foot down on the appro- 
priate print and keep it there for 
the time it takes you to sing the 
word or words printed alongside 
it. This will help you perfect the 
proper rhythm for that particular 


step.

“Under the present cify charter, 
the powers of the Mayor are lim- 
ited legally to the extent that he 
virtually is only the presiding of- 
ficer of the City Council. 

“During the time I have served 
as Mayor I have abided by the limi- 
tations placed upon the office by 
the charter, and within those nar- 
row limits I have tried sincerely to 
serve the people of Kansas City to 
my best ability.
